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Comrade Choi Yong Kun’s Report on His Friendship 
Visit to China 


The following is the full text of the report of Comrade Choi Yong Kun on the 
results of his friendship visit to the Chinese People’s Republic, which was de- 
livered at a joint meeting of the Presidium of the Supreme People’s Assembly of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, the Cabinet of the Republic and the 
Central Committee of the United Democratic Fatherland Front on July 24: 


Comrades! 

We paid a visit to the Chinese People’s 
Republic, our closest neighbour, from June 
© to 23 at the invitation of Comrade Liu 
Shao-chi, Chairman of the People’s Repu- 
blic of China. We visited Peking, Tientsin, 
Harbin, Changchun and Shenyang, and saw 
around many factories, enterprises and peo- 
ple’s communes, cultural institutions and 
scenic spots as_ well as_ historical sites in 
and around the cities, and had an oppor- 
tunity to observe the enormous achieve- 
ments made by the fraternal Chinese. peopte 
in their socialist construction. 


During the visit to China we met Comra- 
de Mao Tse-tung, Chairman of the Central 
Committee of the Chinese Communist Party, 
and had a friendly talk with him; we held 
talks in a sincere atmosphere with Comra- 
de Liu Shao-chi, Comrade Chou’ En-lai, 
Comrade Teng Hsiao-ping and_ other 
leaders of the Party and Government of 
China and exchanged views on important 
questions of mutual concern. Both — sides 
reached complete identity of views’ on all 
questions discussed, and on this basis issu- 
ed a joint statement, 

We met the Chinese working class 
and broad working masses and _ ¢coiiveyed 
the warm iriendly feelings of our people to 
the Chinese people, and everywhere we had 
touching encounters with old comrades-in- 
arms with whom we had fought together at 


the time of the anti-Japanese armed strug- 
gle and with fighters of the former Volunte- 
ers who had made exploits in the land of 
Korea. 

During our stay in China Chairmen Liu 
Shao-chi, Vice-Chairman Tung  Pi-wu, 
Chairman Chu Teh, Premier Chou En-lai, 
General Secretary Teng Hsiao-ping, Vice- 
Premier Ho Lung, Vice-Premier Chen Yi 
and other leaders of the Chinese Party and 
Government kindly accompanied us, and 
everywhere we went we were accorded the 
warmest hospitality and most fervent 
welcome by the Chinese people. 


For all this, I wish to express once again 
hearty thanks to the Central Committee of 
the Chinese Communist Party, the Govern- 
ment of the People’s Republic of China and 
the entire Chinese people. 

In the name of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea, the Central Committee 
of the Korean Workers’ Party and the Ko- 
rean people I invited Chairman Liu Shao- 
chi to visit our country, and Chairman Liu 
Shao-chi accepted the invitation with 
pleasure. We are sure that when Chairman 
Liu Shao-chi comes to our country, he will 
receive the heartiest welcome from the 
entire Korean people as our most honoured 
guest, and that his visit will go a long way 
toward strengthening further the friendship 
and, solidarity between the peoples of Ko- 
rea and China.

Our recent visit to China clearly demons- 
trated the indestructible friendship and soli- 
darity between the peoples of Korea and 
China and contributed toward  strengthen- 
ing and developing further the Korean- 
Chinese friendship. 


Peking and all other cities we visited were 
colourfully bedecked as on a big holiday and 
ihe long roads leading from the stations to 
ihe guest houses were a_ veritable sea ol 
welcomers astir with elation and enthusiasm. 
The whole streets rocked with the sound of 
firecrackers, drums, bugles and the thunder- 
ous cheers of crowds. Everywhere young 
men and women in bright costumes danced 
merrily, and the “East Is Red,” “Song of 
General Kim Il Sung” and songs of friend- 
ship rang out far and wide. 


In Changchun the citizens dashed forth 
from their houses even in the downpour and 
vied with each other in joining the ranks of 
the welcomers. The cheers of the excited 
crowds shook heaven and earth amid the 
shower of confetti in the driving rain and 
wind. 

A rally of people of all circles welcoming 
us was held in Peking with the attendance 
of more than 100,000 people, In Harbin over 
12,000 workers of the Electric Appliances 
Factorv, Boiler Factory and Turbine Factory 
held a meeting expressing firm solidarity 
with our people. 

All this is a manifestation of the warm 
love of the fraternal Chinese people for the 
Korean people and an expression of the firm 
determination of the true comrades-in-arms 
always to share fate with us under any 
circumstances. 

This immensely moved and greatly inspir- 
ed us. We will cherish forever the warm 
feelings of friendship and trust shown to the 
Korean Workers’ Party, Comrade Kim 
Il Sung and the Korean people by the 
Chinese people through us. 


The communists and peoples of our two 
countries rose up shoulder to shoulder in the 
struggle for liberation, sharing sorrows and 
sufferings, far back in those difficult days 
when they were being subjected to oppres- 
sion and humiliation, and helped each other 
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with blood in the flames of the fierce strug- 
gle against enemies. 

In the grimmest days when our fatherland 
was under the occupation of Japanese impe- 
rialism, the Korean communists headed by 
Comrade Kim Il Sung organised together 
with the Chinese comrades the anti-Japanese 
allied army in Northeast China and waged 
an arduous armed struggle against the 
Japanese imperialist aggressors, The Chine- 
se people always directed kindred love to- 
ward our partisans and extended active sup- 
port and encouragement to them. The com- 
munists of our country victoriously waged 
the anti-Japanese armed struggle for 15 
years, sharing weal and woe with the Chi- 
nese comrades. 

After the defeat of Japanese impcrialism, 
the militant fraternity of the Korean and 
Chinese peoples developed on to a new, 


higher stage and it demonstrated its invin- 


cible vitality, particularly in the joint strug- 
gle against U.S. imperialism. 

During the most arduous period for our 
people in the Fatherland Liberation War 
against the armed invasion of U.S. imperi- 
alism, the Chinese people raised high the 
sacred banner of Resisting America and 
Aiding Korea with the determination to 
throw in their lot with our people despite 
the complex, difficult situation prevailing 
right after the revolution and came out re- 
solutely in the joint struggle against the 
aggressors, dispatching the Volunteers. 

The officers and men of the Chinese Peo- 
ple’s Volunteers displayed peerless courage 
and heroism and set a living example of lof- 
ty moral virtue as the true internationalist 
fighter. In the flames of the unprecedentedly 
severe war the Korean and Chinese peoples 
firmly united and routed the U.S. imperial- 
ist armed invaders, thus shattering the myth 
about the “mightiness of U.S. imperialism” 
and making a great contribution to the de- 
fence of world peace and the security of the 
socialist camp. 

The brotherly Chinese people rose up as 
one under the banner of Resisting America 
and Aiding Korea, sent an enormous amount 
of relief goods to our people and People’s 
Army, took care of the wounded soldiers 
of our People’s Army with all sincerity and 
brought up tens of thousands of our war 
orphans like their own sons and daughters. 
The great achievements made in the cam- 


paign for Resisting America and Aiding 
Korea waged by the Chinese people under 
the guidance of the Chinese Communist 
Party will be recorded forever in the history 
of the liberation struggle of the world peo- 
ple as a most brilliant example of proleta- 
rian internationalism. 

Indeed, .the militant fraternity and soli- 
darity between the Korean and Chinese peo- 
ples have been sealed with blood and tem- 
pered and consolidated in the flames of 
fierce struggles, 

We shed blood together both in the strug- 
gle against the Japanese imperialist marau- 
ders. and in the battle against U.S. imperial- 
ism. 

We fought together both on Chinese soil 
and on Korean soil. Footprints of blood of 
the Korean revolutionary fighters are still 
to be seen everywhere in the vast expanse 
of the Chinese land; every nook and corner 
of Korea bears the marks of the immortal 
exploits made by the fine sons and daught- 
ers of the Chinese people in the sacred 
struggle against the common enemy of the 
peoples of our two countries. 


Raising high the banner of revolution, the 
banner of Marxism-Leninism, today the peo- 
ples of Korea and China are both firmly 
standing on the front of the common strug- 
gle against imperialism and _ revisionism, 
and are closely cooperating with each other 
as comrades and supporting and encourag- 
ing each other in socialist construction. 

We fought together, are fighting together 
and will fight together with the Chinese 
people. 

Our people will continue to fight together 
with the fraternal Chinese people against 
U.S. imperialism, and against Japanese mili- 
tarism being revived and rearmed under the 
aegis of U.S. imperialism. 

Firmly uniting with the Chinese Com- 
munist Party and the Chinese people, our 
Party and our people will determinedly 
fight for defending Marxism-Leninism and 
Opposing revisionism and for peace, national 
independence and the victory of socialism. 

The peoples of our two countries will 
continue to closely cooperate, and support 
and encourage each other in socialist con- 
struction. 

During our visit the Chinese Party and 
Government leaders and working people 


affirmed time and again that the Chinese 
people were full of firm determination to 
continue actively to aid as ever the Korean 
people in their just struggle and to fight on 
together with them, and laid particular em- 
phasis on developing all the more the rela- 
tions between our country and Northeast 
China which is geographically close to us 
and has deep ties with us historically. We 
will make efforts to develop the relations 
of cooperation in an allround way with the 
Chinese people, notably relations with 
Northeast China. 

The enemies of revolution are resorting 
to every machination in an attempt to im- 
pair the Korean-Chinese friendship, How- 
ever, this is of no avail, The peoples of 
Korea and China are old comrades-in-arms 
who have shared weal and woe in the pro- 
tracted common struggle, genuine revolu- 
tionary comrades solidly linked together by 
common ideas and common goal, and are 
reliable allies supporting and closely co- 
operating with each other on the principles 
of complete equality and mutual assistance. 
The Korean-Chinese friendship is a com- 
munistic, comradely friendship firmly based 
on the principles of Marxism-Leninism 
and proletarian internationalism and an 
indestructible friendship demonstrating ever 
greater vitality whenever it encounters a 
severe historical test. No force can break 
such friendship. 


Our -people will spare no effort for further 
strengthening and developing the tradition- 
al friendship with the Chinese people, wiil 
always advance in firm unity with the 
fraternal Chinese people in whatever storm 
and stress and remain their true comrade- 
in-arms for ever.

During the recent visit we saw the great 
successes made by the Chinese people in 
socialist revolution and socialist construc- 
tion under the leadership of the Chinese 
Communist Party and Comrade Mao Tse- 
tung and aspects of the thriving and devel- 
oping socialist, new China. 

The repeated serious natural calamities in 
recent years caused temporary difficulties in 
socialist construction in China. The impe- 
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rialists and all the reactionary forces of the 
world, taking advantage of this, resorted to 
every despicable machination to hamper 
socialist construction in China and inten- 
sified their heinous schemes and intrigues 
against the Chinese People’s Republic.

Now the economic situation of China has 
taken a general turn for the better and her 
national economy is fast developing on a 
firmer basis. 


The line of “readjustment, consolidation, 
filling out and raising standards” set forth 
by the Chinese Communist Party is bearing 
fine fruits in all fields of the national eco- 
nomy, The Chinese working class is making 
enormous achievements in the mass strug- 
gle to expand the variety of goods on an 
extensive scale and enhance their quality 
decisively by actively exploring inner re- 
serves and displaying bold creativeness; it 
has turned the factories, which used to pro- 
duce spare parts or semi-finished goods a 
few years ago, into fine factories turning 
out finished goods; it has succeeded in re- 
placing most of imported raw materials 
with home materials and putting out with 
its own technique many kinds of machines 
which could not be manufactured until re- 
cently. 


Today China has come to meet in the 
main the needed machines, equipment and 
materials with home products and is suc- 
cessfully carrying out with her own techni- 
que the construction of large-scale modern 
factories and enterprises and the reconstruc- 
tion and expansion of the existing factories 
in conformity with the demand of the na- 
tional economy. 


The workers and technicians of China are 
solving with full confidence difficult, com- 
plex technical problems and are successfully 
scaling the height of science and technology 
on their own to further strengthen and in- 
crease the might of Chinese industry. 


Thus, the Chinese working class has 
decisively consolidated the economic and 
technical independence of its industry and 
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laid a solid foundation for bringing about 
a new upsurge in all domains of the nation- 
al economy, 

The modern industry of China built by 
the Chinese working class is huge in scale 
and high in technical level. It has broad 
vistas for development. 


We had the opportunity to inspect a host 
of big-scale modern factories equipped with 
up-to-date technique and see for ourselves 
the mass production of diverse, high-quality 
goods, including complex, large-size machi- 
nes and equipment. The Chinese industry 
gives powerful aid to agriculture and all 
other domains of the national economy in 
their modernisation and has opened up a 
broad road for the extensive development 
the inexhaustible natural resources at 
ome. 


The achievements made by the Chinese 
people in rural economy drew our special 
attention and pleased us. 


In recent years the Chinese Communist 
Party has concentrated particular efforts on 
the development of agriculture and organiz- 
ed the work of aiding agriculture on a large 
scale. Inspired by the correct agricultural 
policy of the Chinese Communist Party, the 
Chinese peasants under the active support 
of industry have successfully carried on 
the huge work of creating the material and 
technical foundation for socialist rural eco- 
nomy and laid a firm foundation for the 
growth of agricultural production. Labour 
enthusiasm of peasants is surging excep- 
tionally high in the people’s communes and 
the agricultural production is undergoing a 
new uplift. Last year the Chinese peasants 
considerably increased the agricultural pro- 
duction as compared with the previous year, 
and this year envisages far greater output 
of agricultural produce than last year. This 
year the Chinese peasants have already 
reaped a bumper harvest of early crops and 
iate crops are doing well, too. 


We are convinced that the Chinese peas- 
ants will continue to score new successes 
in the development of agriculture. 

The Chinese people have registered great 
successes in the development of education 
and culture, too. The ranks of new cadres 
armed with advanced science and technique 
are growing on a big scale and the techni- 
cal and cultural level of the working masses 


is rising rapidly, In China national culture 
and arts are flowering and the spiritual 
wealth of the working masses is being en- 
riched with each passing day. 

The towns and villages of China are 
taking on a beautiful look and the ma- 
terial and cultural living standards of the 
people are being enhanced all the more. 
The Chinese workers are all cheerful and 
vigorous and are full of fresh energy and 
enthusiasm. 

Today the Chinese people are rallied 
closely around the Chinese Communist 
Party and Comrade Mao Tse-tung and their 
revolutionary enthusiasm is very high. 

All the people boundlessly love and trust 
their Party and leader, are highly proud of 
their Party loyal to Marxism-Leninism and 
are filled with the firm determination to go 
through thick and thin under the guidance 
of the Party with firm confidence in victory. 

The Chinese working people are firmly 
armed with the uncompromising spirit of 
fighting against the class enemies and with 
the indomitable revolutionary spirit of work- 
ing arduously and bravely overcoming any 
difficulty.

The victory of the Chinese revolution and 
the steady growth of the might of the Chi- 
nese People’s Republic demonstrate the 
superiority of socialist system and the great 
vitality of Marxism-Leninism and greatly 
inspire the liberation struggles of the op- 
pressed peoples and oppressed nations of 
the world. 

The Chinese People’s Republic has con- 
sistently and unswervingly adhered to the 
loreign policy of developing the relations 
of friendship, cooperation and mutual as- 
sistance with the countries of the socialist

The modern revisionists are joining hands 
with the imperialists in the anti-China cam- 
paign, distorting the foreign policy of China 
and slandering and vilifying China. 

But, no one can deny the fact that the 
Chinese Communist Party and the Chinese 
people are fighting for peace against 
imperialism, resolutely supporting the libe- 
ration struggles of the oppressed peoples 
and oppressed nations and striving for the 
development of the world revolutionary 
movement. No one can deny the fact that 
socialist China which has united the 650 
million people is a powerful member of the 
socialist camp, a mighty peace force and a 
great revolutionary force of the present 
time, The international prestige of the 
Chinese People’s Republic, a great sccial- 
ist power, is unshakable. 

Through the long-drawn common strugele 
with the Chinese people the Korean people 
are fully aware that the Chinese Communist 
Party and the Chinese people are loyal ta 
proletarian internationalism and are immen- 
sely faithful to the cause of world peace and 
people’s revolution. 

Today it is the internationalist duty ol 
all the communists and the progressive peo- 
ple fighting for world peace and the re- 
vclutionary cause of the people to resolute-y 
reject the anti-China campaign and wage 
an implacable fight against any intrigue and 
machination to isolate China. 
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All the schemes to bar the growth of the 
might of China and her increasing interna 
tional influence are bound to meet a mise- 
rable fiasco. Contrary to the wishes of the 
imperialists and their stooges, the Chinesé 
people will continue to forge ahead, win 
victory after victory and make a greater 
contribution to world peace and to the de- 
velopment of the revolutionary movement of 
the people.

Our recent visit to China and the joint 
statement issued by both sides once again 
clearly showed that the Parties and Gov- 
ernments of Korea and China were in a 
complete agreement on the important ques- 
tions arising from the current international 
situation and the international communist 
movement. Our two countries take the re- 
volutionary stand of thoroughly opposing 
imperialism and revisionism and carrying 
through the revolution to the end and direct 
deep attention to adhering to and imple- 
menting the Marxist-Leninist revolutionary 
line in the struggle of the world people for 
peace, democracy, national independence 
and socialism, rejecting all opportunist and 
revisionist lines. 

The important task which stands out most 
strikingly before the world people at pre- 
sent is to wage a vigorous struggle a- 
gainst the imperialists led by U.S. impe- 
rialism in order to defend world peace and 
give a greater impetus to the revolutionary 
cause of the people.

Expanding armaments in a big way, the 
U.S. imperialists have been making pre- 
parations for total war and nuclear war and 
have taken the road of openly perpetrating 
“local war” and “special war”. 

Today there can be no struggle for peace, 
no struggle for the liberation of the peo- 


ple without a fight against imperialism, 
U.S. imperialism in particular. 

In order truly to safeguard peace, the 
might of the socialist camp must be steadily 
reinforced, the liberation struggles of the 
oppressed peoples and oppressed nations of 
the world be further developed and all the 
anti-imperialist forces must be united for a 
vigorous anti-imperialist struggle in all 
places where the imperialists set foot. 

It is not in defence of peace but, on the 
contrary, encourages the imperialist policies 
of aggression and war and jeopardizes 
peace to spread illusion about imperialism 
among the masses, divert them from the 
anti-imperialist struggle and obstruct the 
liberation struggles of the oppressed na- 
tions and peoples on the pretext of easing 


international strain and defending world 
peace. 
Peace should not be begged for but 


should be won through a staunch struggle 
of the popular masses against imperialism, 
the foe of peace. 

Today Asia, Africa and Latin America 
have become scenes of fierce battles against 
imperialism. For centuries the imperialists 
have plundered the peoples of these areas 
in a robber-like way, drove them like 
cattle and ruthlessly slaughtered them. 

The inhuman exploitation and oppression, 
racial humiliation and maltreatment of the 
peoples of colonies still prevail in vast 
areas. 

The peoples cf colonies and dependent 
countries can win liberation only through 
a staunch struggle against imperialism, 

Today the peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America have risen up in the anti- 
imperialist, national liberation struggle to 
free themselves from the miserable lot of 
colonial staves, and they are winning bril- 
liant victories in this struggle. 

No desperate efforts of the imperialists 
can block the road ahead of the Asian, 
African and Latin American peoples who 
have risen up in the just liberation strug- 
gle or can save the colonial system from its 
final breakdown. 

The ever mounting liberation struggles 
of the oppressed nations are a_ powerful 
blow driving imperialism to ruin and a 
great revolutionary force of our time safe- 
guarding world peace and expediting the 
world revolution. 


To underestimate the liberation struggles 
of the Asian, African and Latin American 
peoples is to refuse to see the great might 
of the revolutionary people comprising ‘the 
majority of the world population. To ob- 
struct the national liberation struggles 
under this or that pretext is, in the final 
analysis, an attempt to keep in slavery 
Hundreds of millions of people still under 
the imperialist yoke and weaken the world 
peace forces. 

Everyone who truly opposes imperialism, 
defends peace and dares to effect a revolu- 
tion must do his utmost to support actively 
the national liberation struggles of the 
Asian, African and Latin American peoples. 

Our people will continue, as ever, to 
keep to the consistent stand of actively 
backing the national-liberation struggles of 
the Asian, African and Latin American peo- 
ples and wage the anti-imperialist, national- 
liberation struggle to the end in firm unity 
with the peoples of these countries. 

The imperialists continue to swagger and 
tun wild. But all the facts unequivocally 
show that the strong are not the imperial- 
ists but the popular masses. Today, in the 
international arena the revolutionary forces 
are prevailing more than ever over the anti- 
revolutionary forces and the overall situa- 
tion is developing in favour of the revolu- 
tionary cause of the peopie. By decisively 
coming out in firm unity to the struggle 
against imperialism the revolutionary peo- 
ple of the world will overpower the imperi- 
alists and their lackeys everywhere and 
will certainly win great victory on all fronts 
of fight for peace, democracy, national in- 
dependence and socialism. 

What is most important for uniting the 
world revolutionary forces and ensuring the 
successful carrying out of the anti-imperial- 
ist struggle and the revolutionary struggle 
of the people is to defend the unity of the 
socialist camp and the solidarity of the 
international communist movement, 

The chief enemy undermining the unity 
of our revolutionary ranks at the present 
time is modern revisionism. The modern 
revisionists represented by the Tito clique 
of Yugoslavia, betraying Marxism-Lenin- 
ism, are persevering in their vicious schem- 
ings to paralyse the revolutionary consci- 
ousness of the masses and wreck the unity 
of the socialist camp and the. international 
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communist movement and are hampering 
in every way the revolutionary struggle of 
the people. Modern revisionism is the main 
danger in the international communist 
movement and it is having extremely harm- 
ful effect on the struggle of the people for 
peace, national independence and socialism. 

To oppose modern revisionism, defend the 
purity of Marxism-Leninism and to strive to 
safeguard the unity and solidarity of the 
socialist camp and the international com- 
munist movement are the most important 
tasks of vital significance for all Marxist- 


Leninist parties and the peoples of the 
socialist countries. 
The unity and solidarity of the socialist 


camp and the international cominunist 
movement must be realised on the basis of 
the principles of Marxism-Leninism and 
proletarian internationalism and the revo- 
lutionary principles of the Moscow Declara- 
tion and Statement, in the staunch revolu- 
tionary spirit of thoroughly opposing im- 
perialism and _ revisionism and carrying 
through the revolution to the last. 

In order to strengthen the unity of the 
socialist camp all countries must without 
exception strictly abide by the standards 
governing relations among the socialist 
countries, laid down in the Declaration and 
the Statement, The socialist countries base 
their relations on the principles of com- 
plete equality and sovereignty and on the 
principles of comradely mutual support and 
mutual assistance based on proletarian in- 
ternationalism. No country should interfere 
in another’s internal affairs or force its will 
on another. By such method no conscious, 
comradely, enduring unity can be attained. 

The principles guiding relations among 
the socialist countries must be observed not 
only in the political relations but in eco- 
nomic relations as well. All the socialist 
countries should respect the self-reliance 
and independence of the national economy 
of brother countries and should develop the 
relations of economic cooperation in such a 
way as to mutually assist their further con- 
solidation. By building an independent na- 
tional economy we can speedily develop the 
cconomy and steadily improve the people’s 
living through the mobilisation and utilisa- 
tion of the internal resources of the country 
in a most rational way and develop more 
effectively the relations of economic coope- 
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ration with the brother countries on the 
principles of complete equality and mutual 
benefit. The construction of an independent 
national economy will strengthen each link 
of the world socialist economic system and 
bring closer the relations among the 
brother countries, thereby contributing to 
the increase of the might of the socialist 
camp. To oppose the construction of an 
independent national economy in other coun- 
tries or to exert economic pressure upon 
other countries under this or that excuse 
not only runs diametrically counter to the 
principles of proletarian internationalism 
but is a harmful act of impeding the normal 
development of the world socialist economic 
system and weakening the unity of the 
socialist camp. 

Differences arising among brother Parties 
must be settled with patience through con- 
sultations on an equal footing as laid down 
in the Moscow Statement. It must be 
severely condemned as a splitting act of dis- 
rupting the unity of our ranks to extend the 
ideological differences between brother 
Parties even to the state relations. 

Under all difficult and complicated cir- 
cumstances, our Party has always pursued 
the consistent line of adhering to the prin- 
ciples of Marxism-Leninism and proletarian 
internationalism and safeguarding the unity 
and solidarity of the socialist camp and the 
international communist movement and has 
made all efforts to develop the relations of 
friendship and cooperation with the brother 
countries in accordance with the principles 
laid down in the Moscow Declaration and 
Statement, Our Party and our people will 
never tolerate any machinations of the re- 
visionists to disrupt the unity of the social- 
ist camp and the solidarity of the interna- 
tional communist movement and will fight 
to defend the unity of our ranks based on 
the revolutionary principles of Marxism- 
Leninism. 

In spite of the frantic attempts of the im- 
perialists and the cunning tricks of the 
revisionists, the anti-imperialist, revolution- 
ary forces are growing all the more in the 
international arena and the revolutionary 
struggle of the people is on the steady up- 
surge. The ruin of imperialism and the vic- 
tory of socialism are inevitable. Revisionism 
is doomed and Marxism-Leninism will con- 
tinue to triumph.

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600,000 Korean nationals in Japan also 
clearly know that the prosperity of the na- 
tion and the happiness of the people can be 
realised only through the prosperity and de- 
velopment of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea guided by the Korean 
Workers’ Party, A great number of them 
have already returned to the bosom of. the 
fatherland and are leading a happy life. 

Today the Korean nationals in Japan are 
waging an extensive mass movement de- 
manding the freedom of travel to their 
bomeland.
